Juftice ,and to their Countrey; together with the 
choiceſt inſtances of the moſt nitire Friendſhip, and 
the gratefa) diſpoſirions of ſome Perſons, Theſe ſha!! 
be the particulars of this firſt Chaprer, whet:in I 
fhall proceed in order.

behalf tor ochtaining his Liberty ; he ale ſent to Se 
leucus, and promiſed him the Kingdom and himſe 
as ſecurity, if he would free his Father; after he koe' 
he was dead he ſet forth a grear Navy toreceive th 
body of the deceaſed, which by Seleucus was ſent t 
ward Macedonia; he received it with ſuch mournfu 
Solemnity, and fo many tears as turned all men int 
wonder & compaftionz Anrigonus ſtood 1n the Poop © 


ove, dſhip, and Gratitude, 25 
a greet ſhip built for that purpoſe, cloathed in black 
bewailing his dead Father; ihe Aſhes were 
incloſed in 4 golden Urn, over. which he flood, a 
diſconſclate SepRator z he cauſed to be {ung the Vir- 
rucs, and Noble Atchievetnents of the deceaſed 
Prince, with voices form'd to Piety and Lamentation; 
the Rowers alſo in the Gallies fo ordered the firoats 
cf their Oars that they kept rime with the mourn- 
fui voices of the others; in this manner the Nayy 
came near Corinth, the Rocks and Shores ſecming 
ro be moyed to mourning Plurarchs Lives. Thus

, XAXIV. When Auguftus had taken Adiatoriges 
a Prince of Cappadocia, with hig wife and Children 
in War, and led them to Rome in Triutnph, he 
ordered that the Father, ard the elder Brother 
ſhould be ſlain. The Miniſters of this Execution 
coming to the place of reſtraint to this uvfortu- 
nate Family, and irquirirg which of the Brethren 
was the eldeſt, there aroſe a vehement. contention 
berween the two. young Princes, each athrming 
himſelf ro be the Elder, that by his death he mighe 
preſerve the life of the other; when they had long 
continued in this pious Emulation, the Mother ar 
| laſt, not without difficulty, perſwaded her Son Dye- 
reotus ro permit his younger brother to die in his 
ſtead, as hoping that by him ſhe might be more 
probably maintained.

Hcliodorus the Brittian, had the Sir- 
name of Pius upon this occafion; the People provo- 
ked with the cruelty and avarice of Archigallus 
depoſed him, and raiſed Heltodorus to the Throne 


of his brother : one time when rhe King went on | 


huntibg, he accidentally mer his brother Archigallus 
in a Wood; whoſe altered viſage, and ragged cleths, 
gave ſufficient evidence of his ffliied condition; 
as ſoon as the Ring knew him, though he was nor-1g- 
norant how he had ſought his Reftoration both by 
force and fraud, yet he lovingly Imbraced him, 
and cauſed him privately to be conveyed into the 


Ciry. The Kivg pretending he was fick, and _ 
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he would diſpoſe of the Afﬀairs of the Realm by his 
laſt Will and Teftament called his Nobles together 
and fignified that he would conſer in private with 
each of them fingly, and as every man entred his 
Cham?er he cauſed him to be Jaid hoid on, 
threainivg him with death if he would not conſeac 
ro the ſparing of.his brother, and that he ſhould rc- 
ſign the Kingdom to him. Having by this means 
gained an univerſal afſent, be opened the buſineſs to 
tkem altogether, ſo that Archigallus was reftored to 
the Kingdom, and he dying in few years, Heliodo- 
rus ſuceeded him with equal Juſtice and Glory

XXXV1. A Soldier in the Camp of Pompey, in 
t'e War with Scrtorius, perceiving a Soldier on rhe 
other fide to preſs hard upon him, he fought him:

he found it was his Brother, who had fallen under

For we read, the' Servznt of Urbinus Px- 
nopion, knowing that the Soldiers commiſſion'd to kill 
his Mafter were come to his Houſe at Rearine, chang- 
ed cloths with him, and. bavidg put his Mafters 
Ring upon his Finger, he ſent him our at a poſtern- 
door, went to the Chamber and threw himſelf upon 
the bed, where he was lain in his Maſters ſtead;

cafily, replyed the Bayliff; which way ſaid the King, 
Sir, replied he becauſe I have ever had more care to 
do my own buſineſs than that of my Mafters, or my 
Neigtbours ; che-Deyll refuſe me, ſaid the King (his 
uſual Oath ) thy reaſon is very good and rifivrg be- 
rimes thou couldft n ot chuſe bur thrive.

and moved that the Law of their Countrey was pro- 
phaged; for they held it por Jawtul for any Piaure 
or Image to be brought into the City ; at their La- 
mentation, there were gathered a great multitude 
out of the Fields adjoyning, who went ro Pilate then 
ar Czſarea beſceching him the Image might be taken 
away out of Jeruſaiem, and that the Lzw of their 
Country might remain inviolate, and whea Pilate 
denied their Suit they proftrated themſelves: before 
his Hauſe, and there remained lying vpoa their Fz-

Bur the Kivg hating Falſhood 
made his Juſtice ſurmount his ocher Paſſions, and 
gave back the Admiral his Honour, his Offices, his 
Eftate, 8& Liberty; and cauſed the wicked Poyect 
his Chancellor to be Indifted, Arraigned, Degrad- 
ed, and Condemned, Rawlcighs Hiſt. World.

LXXXIX, Luciſius was one of the Friends of 
Bru:us, who when he was overthrown at Philippi, 
perceivitg a Troop of the Barbarians, who careleſs 
10- the perfuit of others, were following hard after 
Brutss, he reſolved to take off their eargerneſs 
with te hazard of his own hic, and being left be- 
hind told them, that he was Britus; they gave the 
more credit to him becauſe he dgfired to be preſent 
ed ro Anthony, who with great joy haſtens to mect 
them, as many others did to ſee Brutus, ſome pity- 
ing his misfortune, others thinking him unworthy 
of Glory, that for deſire of Iife would ſuffer himſeif 
to be made 2 prey to the Barbarians; when they 
drew nigh, Anthony made a halt, af doubting in 
what manner he fhould receive Brutus, bur Lucili- 
us being brought hefore him, with an vndaunted 
miud ſpake thus, * No wan Antonius, hath. taken 
© Marcus Brutus, nor ſhall ever avy Enemy take 
* him, the Gods are more juft than to permit for- 
© tune to trample upon ſomuch virtue; he will be 
* alive,or at leaſt deadin ſuch a manner as is worthy 
* of him; but 'tis Ithat have impoſed upon yonr 
© Soldiers, and I amherc ready to undergo alli the 
ſeyerity I ſhall be adjudged to for it. All that 
were preſent were aſtoniſhed ; Antonius rurnnig to 
them that had brought him. © You axe or 
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* Fellow-Souldiers, ſaid he becauſe you ſuppoſe you 
© are deceived, but make account with your ſelves 
© that you have met with a more precious prize 
* than that which you ſought after, for whilſt you 
* ſought for au Enemy, you have brought me a 
© Friend ; I am not refolved what I ſhould do with 
© Brutus give, but I had rather obtain fach Fricods 
than Knemics. Having fo ſaid, he imbraced Luci- 
lius, and then commited him to one of his Famili- 
ars, and afterward found him anon all occaſions as 
firm and faithful to himſelf as he had bee to Bru- 
tus.

XCI. Eudamidas the Corinthian, had Aratus & 
Charixenustor his Friends; they were both rich, 8 
he exceeding poor, he departcd this life, & left a 
Will, ridiculous perhaps tofome, wherein was thus 
written 3 I Eudamidas give, and bequeath ro Ara- 
tus, my Mother to be kept and foſtered in her old 
Ape, asalſo my Daughter to Charixenus, to be mar- 
ricd with a Dowry as great # he can afford; bur if 
any thing in the meantime happen to fall our to a- 
ny of theſe men, my Will is that the other ſhall per- 
form rhar which he ſhould have done had he lived. 
TaiTeftament being read,they v ho knew the poxyer. 
ty of Eadamidas, bur not his Friendſhip with theſe 
men, accouv'ed icall jeſt & ſport, no man was pre- 
ſem bur departed laughing at the Legacies which 
Aratus, aud Charixenus were to recetye; bur

' preſently ratifyiog the Will ; Charixenus died with- 
p five days after ; Arztus his Succeſſor took u 
him the charge, kept the Mother of Eudamidas, and 
diſpoſed of his Daughter in Marriage, and of five 
Talents which his Eſtate amounted ro, he »gavs 
to of them as a Portion with his own Daughter, 
and two more with the Daughter of his Friend, and 
had their Nuptials ſolemnized in one and the ſame 
day.

XCVI. Laftly, Let us give ſome examples of the 
gratcful diſpoſition of divers perſons. Gratitude is 
juſtly held the Mother of all other Vircucs, therefore 
the Ingrateſul are every where hated, and ſuſpeRed 
ro be gallty efevery other Vice ; ſo on the conrrary, 
Grateful perſons are cficemed of all men, as having 
thereby pur in ſecurity as ir were, that they arc nst 
without ſome meaſure of every other Virtue, 
XCVII. A Mcrchant in Florence, named Francis 
Freſcobald, of a Noble Family, and liberal mind, 
thro' ſucceſs 11 his Afﬀairs, was growd abundantly 
wealthy. While he was at Florence,ayoung man pre- 
ſented himſelf, aſking him an Alws tor Gods (ake ; 
Freſcobald beheld the ragged firipling, and in de- 
ſpight of his rarrers, reading in his countenance ſome 
fignifications of Virtue, was moved with pity, and 
demanded his Country and Name ; * I am, faid hc, 
*of ,my name is Thomas Cromwell, my Fa- 
* ther (meaning his Father in Law) is a poor man, a 
« Cloth-fhearer, I am ftrayed from my Country, and 
© am now come into Italy, with the French Army 
* who were overthrown. at Garylion, where I was 
© Page to a Foot Soldier, carrying after him his Pike 
* and Burganet; Freſco-bald partly in pity of his con- 
dition, and Ro love to the Engliſh Narto#, a- 
whom he received ſome-Civilities, took 
him 1ato his Ho uſe, made him his Gueſt, and at his 
departure gave him a Horſe, new Appare], and 16 
uckets of Gold; Cromwell giving him hearty 
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thanks, returned into his Country, where in time he 
became in ſuch ſavour with K, Henry 8th. chat he 
raiſed him to the Digni'y of Lord High Chancellor 
of England , In the mean time Freſcobald by ſeveral 
great lefſes was become p>2or; bur ſome Engnſh Mer- 
chants owivg him 15000 Duckers, he came to Lon- 
don to ſeek after ir, nor thinking of what had paſſed 
berwixt Cromwell and him; bur travelling carnefily 
about his bufine(ſs, he accidentally mer the L, Chan- 
cellor riding to Court 3 when the £. Cromwell ſaw 
him, he thought he ſhould be the Merchant of Flo- 
rerice,of whoſe lberality he had rafted in rimes paſt, 
immediately he alight, imbraces him, and with a 
broken voice, fcarce refrainivg from tcars, demanded 
if he was not Francis Freſcobald the Floremioe ; 
* Yes Sir,ſaid ke, and your humble Servant; my Scr- 
* rant, ſaid Cromwell, no, as you have not been my 
* Servant intimes paſt, ſo will I'not now account 
* you any other than my great, and ſpecial friend, 
© affuring you, thatl think I have very juſt cauſe 
© and real reaſon to be forty that you koow- 
* ing what I amyet would not let me underfiand 
* your arrival in this Country had I known it, I 
* would have certainly paid part of that debt which 
© I confeſs I owe you, but thanks be to God that 
I have yet time ; Well Sir, you are hearnly wel- 
come, buthaviog now weighty affairs in my Prin + 
ces Cauſe, you muſt excule me that I can ſtay no 
longer with ycu; ſo at this time I take my leave 
defiring you with the faithful mind of a Friend 
that you forget not rodine with me this day at my 
Houſe 3 Freſcobald wonders who this Lord ſhvuld 
be, bur at laft remembers him to be the (ame wiom 
he had relieved ar Florence; he repairs to his Houſe 
not a little rejoyced, and walking 1n the outivard 
Covurr, attended his return; the Lord Cromwell 
came and was no ſocner diſmounrted, but he again 
1mbraced him with ſo friendly a countenance as the 
Lord Admiral, 2nd other No>les much wondred « 
c 
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he turning back, and ho'ding Freſcobald by the 
* hand, Do no: wonder my Lords, faid he. that 1 
* ſeem fo giad ro fee this man, this is he by whoſe 
* means | hzve attaived to my preſent Degree; 
* and fo related all that had paſſed; then he led him 
* to diprer and fcated him next hiaſelft. The 
Lords being departed, he defiredro know what 
occaſion had brought him to London , Freſcobald 1n 
ſew words opzned his caſe to him; to which Crom- 
* well returned; Things thar are paſt, Mr. Freſcobald, 
© Can by no power or policy of Man be recalled, 
* yetis nor your ſorrow fo peculiar to your ſelf, bur 
* that by th: bond of murual love I am able t> bear 
* a part thereio, whereby in this your diftreſs you 
* may receive ſome Conſolation; ir bs fit I ſhould 
* repay ſome parc of that debr wherein I ſtand 
* bound to you, as it is the part of a tiaakiul man 
* ro doz and 1 farther promiſe you upon the word 
* of atrue friend, that duriog this life, and ftate of

* wherein my Authority may prevail; Then he 
led himinto 2 Chinber, and comman2ing all to de- 
pzrr, I>cked the door ; then opeving a Cheſt he 
he firftreok cut 16 Duckers, and delivering them 
* ro Freſcobald, My Fnend, ſaid he, here 15 your 
* Money ycu lent me at my deparrure from Flo- 
© rence, here are ten more for mine Apparel, wiih 
* renmore for the Horſe I rode upon, bur confider- 
© iog you arc a Merchanr, it does not ſeem honeft 
© to return your Money without ſome confidera- 
«* tion for the lovg deramiveg of it, take you there- 
* fore theſe Bags, inevery of which is 400 Ducke 8 
from the hand of your affured Friend. The model> 
ty of Freſcobald would have refuſed them, bar 
Cromwell forced them upon him ; this done, he 
took the names of all his Debrers, and the Sums 
they owed; the Liſt he delivercd to ove of his Ser- 
vants to find out the men, if thcy were within the 
Kingdom; and to charge them co make ge 
: | wn 
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within fifteen days upon his diſpleaſure; the Ser- 
vant ſo well pertormed this commaud that in a ſhore 
time the whole Sum was paid in 3 during which 
Ereſcobald lodged io the Lord Chancellors Houle, 
who gave him entertainment; ard perſwaded him 
ro con:inue in England, offering to lend him figry 
thoufard Duckets-for four years, if he would make 
his Bapk in London, but he deſired ro return into 
his own Country, which he did with the great fa- 
vour cf the Lord Cromwell. and there richly arrt- 
ved, bur rhe firſt year afier his rerurn he died. Clarks 
Lives.

S$anRiug, and I filently waittd what Courſe you would 
take, and bad diſpoſed upon the way ſuch as ſhoxld bave 
retyyned you back from your flight bad it been attempted.

Milk, green Eggs, and the like ; he drank bur a 
ſmall quantity at once, and but thrice at one 
Supper, his Supper confiſted generally of three, 
and when he defired ro exceed, bur of fix Diſhes; 
he delighted moſt in Rhetian Wine, yet ſeldom 
drank in the day time, but inſtead of drink, he 
took a ſop of Bread in cold water, or a lice of 
Cucumber, or a young Lettice head, or elſe ſome 
new gathered ſharp and tart Apples, that had a 
kind of Winiſh Liquor in them ; thus lived this 
great Perſon after a faſhion that ſome Coblers 
and Botchers would be loth ta be obliged unto.

Rodulphus Emperor of Germany, did 
not differ from a private Perſon in his habir, and 
being at Men walked out one morning alone,

when the Emperor *as adviſed by his Nobles to

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XIV. Alexand<r the Great, inhis Habit and 4p- 
parel, differed very lirtle from a private perſon, 
and when one day after much labour and ſwear, 
he wai about to bath himſeli in the River Cydnus, 
he undreſled himſelf in the fight of his Army, 
eſteeming it a peice of Gallantry to ſhew that he 
was content with ſuch apparel as was cheap, and 
eaſily procurable ; as he was marching through 
ſome Deſerts in Perfia, himſelf and his Army 
weremm-great ftreights for want of water, and 
one Of his SoiGiers having two of his Sons ready 
to die for Thrift, ſearched about and ar laft 
found a little water, with whick he. filled a lea- 
ther Bottle, and ſo was runving with it to” his 
Sons ; but by the way. meeting Alexander, he 
filled our the water in a diſh, and offered it to 
him, Alexander asked him whither ke was carry- 
ing it? © The man toald him, To his Sons who were 
* ready to die with Thirſt; but, faid he, Pray 
* Sir do you driak it, for if my Sons die I can 
© get more, but if you die we ſhall not have 
ſuch another King; Alaxander hearing this gave 
him the water again, 4p4 bid him carry. 1: to his 
Sons ; at another time being in the like ſireights 
in the Deſerts -of Arabia, ſome of Soldiers by 
chance found ſome muddy water, wherewih 
one of them filing his Helmet ran with 1t fo 
Alexander ; who took 41: and thanked tim for 
his diligence, but poured the water upon the 
ground, though he was exceeding thirſty, ſaying, 
If 1alone ſhould drink, it would make my Soul- 
diers languiſh; rhey ſeeing his Temperance, en- 

themfelves by bis Example, and mar- 
ched forward.

X]X. Inthe Reign of Thedoſius tht 'Emperor 
there happned a great tumult in Theſlalonica, a 
rich and populous City of Macedonia, againf 
the Magiſtrates and Governour, and their Fury 
grew ſo great that they flew them, which when 
Theodoſius underſtood he was ſo incenſed a- 
gainſt them thar he cauſed his Soldiers to put *ten 
thouſand of the common people to death, mak- 
ing nodifference between the guilty and innocent;

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Chaſtity, Temperance, and Humtity 115 
came ro the Church as his manner was, He fer himſelf 
a: the Church door, and that his Repentanc 
might be as publick as his Offence, ke told the 
Emperor, That he ſhould not enter there; mak- 
ing a learned Oration to him, where he opened 
his fault, and then Excommunicated him 3 all 
which the Emperor heard with great patience, 
and returning to his Palace, he continued there 
eight monrhs before he was Abſalved, at the end 
wherecf he ſaid ro one about kim, * Truly I will 
* go and ſce what Pennance my Paſtor will lay 
© upon me for mine offence ; and ſo he went to 
the Church door, where St+ Ambroſe was, and 
mtreated him to abſoive him 3 * But what Re- 
, have you ſhew'd; ſaid the Biſhop,for ſo 
x nm Offence? And with what Salve have 
©you healed ſo mortal a wound? You, ſaid the 
* Emperor, are to inſtrut and ſhew me whar [ 
* am to do, and you ſhall ſee I will accompliſh 
* what you ſhall preſcribe: The Bi ſeeing the 
Emperors Mildneſs and Humility, and judging it 
ſufficient pennance, that he had been ſo long Ex- 
cormurucated, courteouſly replied, * Your pen- 
nance Theodofius ſhall be this; that ſeeing in 
your haſty fury you _—_— ſuck an horrid 
* murther,you ſhall preſently eftabliſh a Law,that 
* noman whom you ſhall adjudge to die, ſhall 
* be executed within thirty days after you have 
* pronounced the Sentence ? atthe end of which 
* time you ſhall either ratify, or diſanul your 
+ Sentence, as you ſhall ſee cauſe» Fhe _ 
ror ummediately cauſed this Law to be proclai- 
med,. which he ever after obſerved, and whereof 
much good enſued ; and fo beeing abſolved, he 
came into the Church, prayed, and received the 
Sacrament, and ever after. loved St: Ambroſe 
very dearly, and uſed his Counccl in many mar- 
ters, and for his Companies ſake, he continued in 
Milian the remainder of hus life.

This exceedingly inraged 
Philips Courticrs; but ke without being mo- 
ved, ſent them away courteouſly, only bidding 
them tell the Arhemans, * That they who ſpake

to ſay, * That they he was beholding to the Athe- 
© nian Orators, who by their reproaches made 
© him better, whilſt he was forced by his Aci-

lars. As King Philip the City of Me- 
thon; and was walking about to veiw the Walls, 
ene ſhor an Arrow at him whereby he put out 
his righe Eye, which yet he took fo patiently, 
that when the Citizens a few days after ſerit out 
to treat with him about_the ſurrender, he gave 
them honourable terms, and after they had put 
the Ciry into his hands, took no reyenge on them 
for the loſs of his Ey<.

XXVII. Eminent was the example of Fieror:- 
mus Olgizrus a Cit;zen of Millain, wa Was one 
of thote four that 1d aflaflinate Galeactus Storza, 
Duke of Millain ; being taken he was thurſt 
i;c0 Priton, and put to butter Tertures ; now al- 
thonsh he was not aDove two and twenty years 
of A22, and of ſuck a delicacy and lofinels in his 
hab'tot body, that was more like to that of a 
V:rein thena ran; though he was never a"cofto- 
med to the bearing of Arms, by which it 1s uſual 
for men to acquire yigor and ſtrength : yer being 
taltened 
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faſtned to that Rope upon which he was torment-

IV. The paſſion of Hatred, Malice, Anxzer, 
Wrath and Envy, 1s a very dangerous Cileaſe 
wherever it prevails, and like the miichievous 
evil Spirit inthe Goſpel, it caſts us into all kind 
of dangers, and frequently hurries us into tte 
Chambers of Death 1: (elf. 

V. Charles the fixth Sing of France, being high- 
diſpleaſed with the Duke of Brittatn, upon ſome 
ſuſpicions of him. was ſo bent upon Revenge, 
that his Paſſion ſuffered him not to eat or ſl:ep; 
he would not hear the Dukes Amvaſſadors rhat

King of Britain reigned in the year of che World 
1880. of acomely and beautiful Perſonage,an aRive 
Body” a darivg Spicir, and firength withal above 
any Pecr or SubjcR in the Land, but as a grievous 
blemilſh to allcheſe good parrs and endowments, he 
was of a cruel and envious diſpoſition, for he grew 
jealous of all ſuch as were cicher wealthy, or remar- 
kable in his Court for aoy vertue or excellency, con- 
fiſcativg the Eftares of the one, ard diſcountenan-

civg the other, and hindriog them from all Preter- 
meat ; he was fo furious, that he would kill his

XXXtV. Hypatia of Alexandria, the Daughter 
of Theon the Philoſopher made ſuch progrefs is 
Learoing that ſhe exceeded ail che Philoſophers 
of her rime, and ſacceded 1 rhe School of Plato, 
explaining the Preceprs and Aphoriſms of Phloſ.:- 
phers ; ſo chat a-mighty Confleaence was made to h:r 
by all defirous to 1mprove themſelves iv Philoſo- 
phy ; ſhe came into the knowledge and [Courts cf 
Princes, (he behaved her (elf with ſfiogular modeſty

 XL1. The Neapolicans, at all the reft of the Ita- 
hans, are exceed'ng revengefyu!, but among multi- 
tudes of Examples rhis may ſufize : In the ancient 
City of Nocera, there were three young Noblemen, 
cailed Conrado, Czſare, and Alexander, the eldeſt 
was Prince of rhe Place; there is 1n Nocera a firong 
Caſtle, whercin Prince Conrado kept a Garriſon,

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the Prince kepr uſually at his Country Houſe, yet 
would ſometimes come and lie a night or two in 
the Caſtle; this Captain had a comely Woman to 
his Wile, with whom Prince Conrado f<1] ts love, 
and never lefc ſolliciting till he had enjoyed her, 
which he after often did to the knowledge of her 
Huzband, who reſolving revenge contrived thus to 
doit; the Prince and his Brothers being at their 
Countrey Rouſe, the Capraia ſent him word,

rado accordivgly came with his fecond Brother 
Czſarc, but Alexander ſent word he could not 
come till two days after; the Cap'ain provided a 
handſome Supper for the Prince and his Brother, 
who brought another Nobleman to partake of the 
ſport; the Prince lodged in che Caftle,, but Cz are 
and the Nobleman in the Town} the Captain was 
wonderful Officious to attend the Prince to his 
Chamber ; but havivg ingaged ſome of the Garri- 
ſon to join with him, in the dead time cf the night 
they ruſhed into the Princes Chamber, and firſt 
cur off his Genitals, and then hishead, which

flung about the room, Ah, ſaid Czſare, is this the 
* wild Boar you writ of, Yes, anſwered the Cap- 
* rai, but I writ to you of two , and ſo made the 
like Sacrifice of reycvge upon him, This being 
done, the Captain barred up the Gates, and going 
ppon the walls of the Caftle, he ſent for the Chief 
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ofthe Town, and made a Specch to them, ſhewing 
io what Slavery they lived under Conrado, fo thar 
if they ever deſired Liberty, there was now a fic 
opportunity offered, becauſe he had Conrado In his 
Cuſtody, and covld do with him what he pleaſed. 
The Citizens would hearken to to ſuch motion, but 
ſent word ſpeedily to Alexander the youngeſt Bro- 
ther,who o.,ming with ſome Countrey-Forces, the 
Citizens joyned with him, and beleaguered the 
Caſtle; the Captain finding his cafe deſperate, firft -' 
took his Wife to the top of an high Turrer, from 
whence he threw her dowa amongti them, and at- 
ter her his Children, and then laſtly flew himſelt 
in the Tye of allthe City.

XLIT, Having thus ſeen the diſmal effeAs of Re-- - 
verge, Ler us next confider the baſe Ipgratitude of 
ſome unworthy Perſons, which was accounted ſo 
great a Crime amovg the Ancients, char rhey judg- - 
ed Ingratirude ought to be puniſhed with death ;

aud he Himſelf was arraigned, and found guilty of 
e Murder, though ſayed by reading his neck verſe;

XLIV. In the Perſecution of Germany a worthy 
Prot: ftanr Diviae for reproving his Prince ſharply 
for hs cruelty, was Contemnued by him to be hang- 
ed; and a bloody Gentleman with a Troop cf 
Souldiers was ſeat to fre Execution done upon him; 
the Gentleman coming 'o his houſe ſaluted him ve- 
ry kindly, pretending that he came to wake gocd 
cheer with him, for he was a good Houſe-keeper 
& the G:atleman coming 19:0 the country did often 
reſort to his Houſe ; the Minifter jn a ſhort time 
prepired 2 Sumpruons Banquet for them, whereof 
they did et fre:ly ; Dinner being ended, the Gen- 
tleman ſaid tohis men ; Take this Prieft, our Hoſt, 
and hang him up without delay ; che Souldiers 
were aſtoniſhed at chis command,and abhorring to 
do the deed ſaid, God forbid chat we ſhould com- 
mit fach 2 Crime, as tohang him that hath uſed us 
ſo courteouſly, iris a wicked a& thus to render 
evil for good ; but the Gencleman till provoked 
them ro execute ls command ; then faitd the Mi- 
niſter, | beſeech vou uſe not ſuch cruelty toward 
me, but rather crrry me to my Prince, before 
whom 1 doubt not bar to clear my ſelf from any 
thing hall be laid to my charge ; neicher do you 
fo violate the Laws of Hoſpitality which [I have ſhew- 
_ ed you, & other Noblem-n who reſort to my Houſe:

Prince ; at laſt the Servants took the Miniſter, and 
with great: mourning, hanged him upon a beam in 
his own Hcuſe, the Gentleman ſtanding by and 
looking on.

XLV. When Xerxes had reſolved on his expedt- 
t310n2 #gainft Greece, he cauſed his Army to make 
their Rendeyouz ar Sardis in Lydia, being (even- 
icen hundred thonſand Foor, and eighty eight 
rhou{ind Horſe; as he centred the Country, he was 
by one Pyrhias the Lydian entertained, who out of 
his Flocks and Herds of Eartle, gave food ro Xet- 
x2s and his whole Army ; the Fcaft cnded, he 
preſented him with rwo thouſand Talents of Silvcr, 
and four Millions 1n Gold, Then Pythias beſougat 
Rerxes to ſparg one of his five Sans from his at- 
tendance Inro Greece, becauſe himſelf was old, 
and had none whom he could fo well truſt as his 
own Son; but Xerxes like a barbarous and 1no-' 
graceful Tyrant, cauſed the Body of the young 
may for whom his Father Pericioned, ro be div1- 
ded into two parts, commanding that one half of 
his C:rcaſe fhould be laid on the right, and the 
other half on the left hand of the H ghnay by 
which the Army was to march, Rawlighs Hiit. 
World. 

XLVI. Achmetes the Great Turkiſh B+{[1, was 
by the confeſſion ot all Men, the moſt exert Cap- 
tato amongft che Turks ; Bajzzer made hym Geue= 
ncral of hiz Arwy zgaivf} his Brother Zemes, where 
the ConduR and Valour of this General orovgh Ba- 
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Jazet the ViRery ; at his retura to Cover, this 
great Caprain was invited to a Royal Supper, with 
divers of the principal Bafſa's, where the Emperor 
In token of their welcome, and that they ftood in 
his good grace, cauſed a Garment of pleafing co. 
Jours to be caft upon every one of his Gueſts, agd 
a gilt Bowl full of Gold to be given roeach of them; 
but upon Achmeres was caſt a Gown of blick Vel- 
vet; allthe reſt roſe and dc parted, bur Actmetes 
who had on him the Mantle of Death, according to 
the Turkiſh Cuſtom, was c-mwanded to fit fi3ll, 
for the Emperor muſt talk with him 1n private; the 
Executioners of the Emperors wrath came, they 
firipped, and © rortured him, hoping that way to 
gain fromhim what he never krew of ( for Iſazc 


Baſla, his great Enemy, had ſecretly accuſed him - 


of intelligevce with Zemes ) but he was delivered 
by the Javizaries, who would no donb: hare {]2in 
Bajazer, and ritled the Court art his leaſt word of 
Command ; but though he eſcap*d with his lite at 
the preſent, he not lopg after was thurſithiovgh 
THE BODY as heſate at SUPPER in the 
COURT, and there flain; this was that great 
Achmetes, by whom Mahomet the Father of this 
Bajazet, had ſubverted the Empire” of Trap:zurd, 
took the great Ciry of Caffa, with ail the Country 
of Taurica Cherſoveſus, the impregnable Cities of 
Croia, Scodra, and all the Ktygdom of Epirus, a 
great part of Dalmatia, and at laft Otranto, ro the 
tcrrour of all Jtaly, Hiſt. p. 443.

Heſe three evil Qualities, cr yicious Inclinati- 

ons of the Mind are much of the ſame kind; 

for Cruelty and Treachery do. commonly proceed 
As touch- 
ing Cowards, that 15 ſuch as preferring their 


from baſe and Cowardly Diſpofi:zons, 
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Lives or Eſtates before their Countries weitare 
dareno: ſtand couragiouſly in detence of it 
io time of Danger ; they were always reckoned 
to deſerve/ the greateſt pur'ſhments; and the 
Romans er:deavour:d to rend:r them <cd10Uus 3 
tor they were commanded 2nd ſworn never to 
eat their meat bur ſtanding and, were accounted 
ſo hateful that when Hannibal offered che Roman 
Senate eigi.t thouſand Captives to be redemced, 
they refuied ſayirg, * That they were nor wor- 
© thy to Le redeened, who had rather be baſely 
© taken, than die honeft!ly and valiantly. 

T, T:tias 4 Capiain of Horſemen in Sictha, be- 
ing overchzrged with too great a numbe: of Ene- 
mites, delivered up his Arms to them, which wag 
counted ſo heinous a Crime, ther Calphurniug 
Piſo his Gener21l pranounced this fentence againſt 
him ; Thar he ſhould go barefooted& betore the 
Army, wearing a Garment witho.t ſeams, and 
that he ſhouid have ſociety with none bu: ſuch as 
were guilty of rhe ſamefaulr, and froma Geacral 
over Horſemen he was degraded, and made a 
common Souldier. Beards Theatre. 

I. Ariaxerxes afrer the Pattle was ended 
which he fought with his Brother Cyrus, puniſhed 
one of his Commanders called Arbaces, for his 
cowardlineſs, by- compelling him ta cirry a 
Whore ſtark naked all the day Iris 2bouc the 
Market-place. And annth-r that had bateiy 
yielded himſelf 'o his Enemies. and y*t boaſted 
that he had ſlain two men. he cauſed hv Tongue 
to be bored thorow 1n three ſeveral places with 
an Aw].

Ic 1s likewiſe a token of a we:k mind, and 
an infirm Soul, to antic'pare troud'es by their 
o»n fearful apprehenfiurs beicre rhey arrive, 
which is ofr:nitmes occafioreg y a too great 
fearfuloeſs of death, ard being over defir us of 
hfe, wl.ic1 kind of Cowardice hath accafioned

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great miſchiets and miſerics, as by the following 
Examples appeass. 
IV. Lewis 11, K. of France, when ke found 
kimſelffick ſent for one Fryar Rober: of Calabria 
to come to him. This man was an Hermice, fa- 
mous for Sandtiry, and 1a his laſt tickneſ$ the 


King ſent continue ly to him ſaying That if the 


Hermi'e pleaſe: h: could 5-olong his life. The + 


King had repoied tis who e confidence in Monſie- 
ur James Cot'icr his Phyfician, to whom ke 
gave mont ly Tea thouſand "rowns, 1a hope he 
would lengthen his life. Never man ( faith 
Phillip Comincs) feared deata more then he, 
nor ſought ſo inany ways to ayaid 1t;1n al] his life- 
time he had gtven comman*ment to all his Ser- 
vants, as well to my ſelf, we ſhould'only move 
him to confeſs himſelf, and diſpoſe of his Con- 
ſcience, bat never mentHa nor tound 1n hs Ears 
that dreadfu! word Death,knowing te ſhould not 
be able patiently i@ bear that cruel Sentence. 
His Phyſician uſed him ſo roughly, that a man 
wo-1d nor havegiven his Servant ſach ſharp lan- 
guage as he uſually gave the King, and yet the K, 
ſo much feared him, thar he durit not command 
him out of his preſence , for though he com- 
lained yet he durſt not change him, as he did 
Fs other S:rrvants, becauſ= this Phyfician ſaid 
once bol4ly to him, , | kno'vy that one day you 
© will command me away, but (ſwearing a great 
© Oath he added) you ſhall not live eight dates 
© after it; which word pu: <h- King 1nto fo great 
a fear, that he cver a'te; flittered and beſtowed 
ſuch gifts upon him tha' he received 1n five 
months time fifty four thouſand Crowns, be- 
fides the Biſhoprick of Amiens tor his Nephew, 
and other Offic's and Linds for him and his 
Friends. Phillip Comires Hiſt : 
V. Mecenas thegreat ſcion and peg wa of 
Auguſtus, was ſo ſoft and efteminate that he was 
_ commonly 
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commonly called Malcinus, he was ſo much 
«raid of death, that (faith Seneca) he had often 
in his mouth this ſaying, All thirgs are to de en- 
dured fo long as life 1s covtinued : Of whom 
theſe Verſes are to be read. 


Make me lame on either hand, 
And of neitker fort to ſtand , 
Raiſe a Punch upon my "_ 
And make all my Tee h t6 ſhake, 
Nothing comes amiſs to me, 

So that life remaining be. 


VI. Whata miſerablelife Tyrants have by rea- 
ſon of their continual fears of Death, we have 
exemplified in Dionyſius the Syracoſan, who fi- 
niſhed his thirty eight years rule in this manner 3 
removing his Friends, he committed the Cuſtody 
of his Body ro ſome firangers and Barbarians z 
and being in fear of Barbers, he taught his 
Daughters to ſhave him; and when they were 
grown up, hedurſt not truſt them with a Raſor, 
but taught them how. they ſhould burn off his 
Hair and Beard with the white films of Walnut- 
Kernels; and whereas he Jad two Wives, Ariſto- 
macke, and Doris, he. came not to” them in the 
night before the place was throughly ſearched, 
ard though he had drawna large and dep mear 
ef water about the room, and had made a pal- 
ſage by a wooden Bridge, yer ke himſelt drew 1t 
up after him when he went in; and not daring to 
ſpeak to the People out of the common Roſtrum, 
or PuJpit appointed for that purpoſe, he uſed to 
make Orations to them from the topof a Tower; 
when he played atBall, heuſed to give his Sword 
and Cloak toa Boy whom he loved, add when 
one of his familiar Friends had jeſtingly ſaid, 
You gow put your life into his hands ; and the 
Boy (milling thereat, he commanded them both 
£0 
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to be flain, one for ſhewing the way how he 
might be killed, & the other for approving of 1t 
with a {mi'e. Art laſt being overcome in Battle 
by the Carthaginians, he periſhed by the-Treaſon 
of his owa Subjects. Waniy Hiſt. Man- 

VI!. And this intrceduces the Batbarity, and 
bloody-mindedneſs of ſome Perſons ; Theodorus, 
who-was Tuter to Tiberius the Roman Tyrant, 
obſerving in him while be was a Boy a ſanguina- 
ry nature and diſpoſition, which lay hid under a 
ſhew of meekne's and clemency, uſed to call 
him a lump of Clay ſteeped and ſoaked 1m 
blood; and his prediction did not fail in the e- 
vent, this teing that ſavage Tyrant, who 
thought tha! death was too light and eaſy a pu- 
mi{hment ; for hearing that Carnulius, being in 
his disfavour, had cut his Throat ; Carnulius, 
{aid he, harh eſcaped me ; and to another wh3 
begged of him to die quickly, ke told him, He 
was not ſo much- in his favour. Yet even 
this curſed Artift.in Villany, hath been finceout- 


acted by Monſters more overgrown than him» - 


ſelf. 

VIIT. Mahomet the Great Emperor of the 
Turks, after winning Conſtantinople,fell in love 
with a beautifu] ycung Greek1iſh Lady called Irene, 
upon whom he ſo much dored. that he gave him- 
ſelf wholly up to her Jove;-but when he heard 
his Captains, and chief Officers murmured as it, 
he appointed them to meet 1n his great Hal', and 
commanding Irene to dreſs and adorn her elf 
in all her Jeweis, and moſt gorgeous Apparel 
no! acquainting her with ht5'defign, taking her by 
the rand he led this Miracle of Beauty into the 
midſt of his Nobles and Bafſas, who cazled with 
the brightne's of chis Tlluſtrious Lay. acknow- 
_ Tedged their Errour, profefiing that their Empe- 

ror had juft caſe to paſs his time in ſolacing him- 
ſelf with ſo peerleis a Yaragon; bur te on a ſud- 
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den twiſting his left hand in the ſoft curls of ter 
Hair. and with the other drawing out his harp 
Scimetar, at one blow ſtruck cf h:zr Head and 
ſo at.once made an end of his love, and her }fe, 
leaving all the Aſfiftan's in a fearful amaze, and 
horrour at an att of that Cruelty. Turkiſh 
Hiſt. p. 391. _ : 
[X- Johannes Baflid:s Emperor of Ruſlia. 1n 
1569. for his Recreation cauſe noble Perſons to 
be ſewed up inthe stins of Bears, and ſet Maſtifts 
on th:m which tore them in pieces 3 he ofren in- 
vited Michael his Father in Law to banquet with 
him, and then ſent him home through the ſnow 
ſtript ſtark naked; ſomerimes.ke ſhut him up 1n a 
room till he was almoſt” famiſhed, cauſing four 
Bears to be tyed at the door to keep all Provifi- 
ons from him; theſe Bears ke-would let looſe 
among the People when they were going to 
Church, and when any were killed he faid, His 
$ons had taken great pleaſure in the ſport, and 
that they were happy who periſhed in this man- 
ner, fince-1& was no tma!] diverfion to himſelf. 
Upon a meer ſuſpition againſt rhe City of Novo- 
gorod, he entred the ſame and cauſed to be flain 
and thrown into the River 2770 Perſons without 
reſpe& of age,Quality,or Sex:a® infinite number 
of poor People were trampled to death by a Par. 
ty of his Horſe,and ſo many bodies caſt into the 
River of Volga, that being ſtopped it overflowed 
the Neighbouring Fields ; the Plague which fol- 
lowed this Butchery was (o great, that n> body 
venturing to bring proviſions into the City, the 
Inhabitants were forced to feed on the cead Car- 
caſes ; The Tyrant rock pretence from this in- 
humanity to cauſe all choie that had eſcaped the 
Plague, Famine, and his fo:mer . cruelty to be 
Cut in peices, The Arch-Biſhop having eſcaped 
the fury of the Souldiers, either as an acknow- 
ledgment of the favour, or to flatter the Tyrant, 
entertaine

entertained him at a great Feaſt, in his Archie- 
piſcopal Pallace, whither the Duke failed not to 
come with hs Guards about him ; but while they

rought ro that & other C hurches, as to places of 
ſafety. After dinner he cauſed the A. B. ?allace 
to be F illaged. & then told him, © That it would

This is thy Wife, get upon 
her and goto Moſco; the poor Arch-Biſhop was 
forced to obey, and as ſoon as he was mounted 
they tyed his legs under the Mares belly, and 
then hung about his neck ſome Pipes, a Fiddle, 
and a Tymbrel, and would needs make him to 
play on the Pipes; all rhe *6ther Abbots and 
Monks who were preſent, were either cur in pet- 
ces, or wich Pik-s and Ha berds forced into the 
River.

reſhad promiſed tc pay him ten thor ſanatrowns ; 
which whenke had done he cauſed him tote cuiin 
reices. This Baſilides was of a moſt bloody di(- 
poſiticn; amoneft his infinite aCts of cruelty, theſe 
are recorded. In 1570, hisown Brothes being ac- 
cuſed of ſome crime, he cauſed him without an- 
{wering for himſe!f, ro be firſt put to exquiſite 


" tortures, and then killed ; his wife he cauted to 


be ſtrip, ard ſet naked befcre the Eyes of ail men, 
and then by a Rope to be drawn into a River 8& 
drowned. Jch:; Piotrowich a man of principal 
command u!' cer him, being accuſed of Trcaion 
came to clear hirrfelf, yet 2: not admitted to 
make 3ny defcnce,but was ſet in Princely 4 ccou= 
trements upon 2 T hrone, the Emperor fianding 
bare before him, 2rd bowing to him ; but ſcon 
frer with a Knite he thruſt tim to the heart ; 
caufing his Body to be drgged forth, his« Ser- 
vants to be ſlain, and 3co otters tn-h1s Caftle 19 
be executed. He cautjed all his Boyars or Noe 
bles tobe afſembled 'nto one Houle, and there 
to be blown up with Gun-powder ; their Wiyes 
and Davghter* were rivithed by his Followers 
before his Fae. and then cut in peices, leaving 
no irvins thing in tieir Houſes or Grounds. The

fifreen men ; his tupream Notary diſpleafing 
him, his Wife was taken from him, and after 
ſome weeks detzinment, was- with her Hand-

continued a fortnight, he being forced togo in 
and out by her all that time; another of his No- 
taries Wives was firſt raviſhed, and then ſent 
home, and hanged over her Husbands Table, 
whereat he was forced dayly to eat ; in his Tra- 
velling, if he met any Woman whoſe Husband 
he liked rot, he cauſed her to ſtand with her nak- 
edneſs diſcloſed till all his Rert2aue was paſſed by; 
he cut «ff the Tongues hands and feet of his Pe- : 
tirioning and complaining Subj:z&ts. He caſt 700 
Women and 378 Priſonersinto the water under 
the Ice; 500 Matrors and Virgins of Noble blood 
 heexpoſed to be raviſhed by the Tartars in his 

fight ; he cauſed the Ears, Lips, and other Mem- 
bers of his Secretary to be cur off piecema!,not- 
withſtanding all his Proteſtattons of Innocence ; 
- above rwo hundred Other Nobles were variouſly 
executed, whereof one «as his Trealurer, whole 
-Wife was ſer upon a Rope, and violently dragged 

to and fro thereon ſtark naked, to force her to 
confeſs her Hu:bands Riches, whereot ſhe foon 
afterYied;-in a Famine he gathered many People 

upon 2 Bridge inexpearion ofrehiet, and cau- 
ſing the Bricige ro be cur d:wn, drowned them all 
as the readiett way to make Corncheaper ; theſe 
are the leaft pirr of his tnhumane Cruelties, bur 
the laſt was on himſelf; for brs elde!t Son Juan 
being falle'y accuſed, he ſtruck him with a ftiff 

wrought with Iron, whereof he died within a 
Few days after. which this Tyrant laying to heart 
died with grief.
